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Theft, burglary mar 
weekend festivities

West Liberty Police Depart- 
ment is currently investigating 
the theft of a Sorghum Festival 
vendor’s cash box that occurred 
on Sunday, Sept. 27. 

Police Chief Kelse Hensley 
said that a white male entered 
the festival tent on Main Street 
around 4 p.m. and took a 
money box that contained ap- 
proximately $5,000 in cash and 
checks. 

The man, whose image was 
captured by Commercial 
Bank’s surveillance camera, 
appeared to be in his mid-20s, 
approximately six feet tall and 
of slender build, with sandy 
hair. He was wearing a sleeve- 
less gray T-shirt and blue jeans, 
and had an indistinguishable 
tattoo on his bicep. 

“The man caught the 
vendor’s back turned, walked 
in and snatched the box from 
behind the counter,” Hensley 
said. “Another vendor saw this 
happen and notified the po- 



lice.” 

The perpetrator was accom- 
panied by another white male, 
also in his mid-20s, approxi- 
mately six feet tall and of slen- 
der build, with sandy hair. He 
was wearing a gray T-shirt with 
sleeves and blue jeans. 

The pair reportedly left the 
festival in a maroon or red 
1990s model Dodge Avenger 
with damage to the front pas- 
senger side that was parked in 
front of Potter Funeral Home. 
They are thought to be from a 
neighboring county. 

Hensley noted that police re- 
covered the box underneath a 
parked vehicle near the funeral 
home, though the money re- 
mains missing. The container 
will be sent to the state foren- 
sics lab in Frankfort for finger- 
printing and further examina- 
tion. 

WLPD is also investigating 
a home burglary that may have 
occurred sometime on Sunday, 
Sept. 27, or Monday, Sept. 28.

Attempt to smuggle items 
into courthouse is foiled

Sheriff Mickey Whitt in- 
formed The Courier earlier this 
week that two local people were 
arrested on Tuesday, Sept. 22, af- 
ter they conspired to smuggle il- 
legal contraband items into the 
courthouse. 

Sheriff Whitt said that Wendy 
Mitchell, 28, of West Liberty, al- 
legedly hid a small package of to- 
bacco and other unknown sub- 
stances in the courthouse’s 
ground floor men’s restroom for 
Joshua Stevens, 19, of West Lib- 
erty, who was at the facility as a 
defendant in a court hearing. 

The sheriff had received a tip 
earlier that Mitchell, who was 
arrested in a UNITE drug raid 



last year, would be at the court- 
house on Sept. 22. He also no- 
ticed while on the ground floor 
that Mitchell had gone into the 
men’s restroom for an extended 
period of time that day - though 
the women’s restroom was in 
working order. 

A bailiff searched the men’s 
restroom following Mitchell’s 
exit and found the contraband 
package behind a toilet. Officials 
left the package in its hiding 
place to determine who the sub- 
stances were meant for. 

After Mitchell entered the 
courthouse lobby, Stevens - who 
had been taken downstairs dur- 
ing a recess - reportedly an- 
nounced that he needed to use the

Morgan County Animal Shelter operating 
at capacity, needs continuing support

180 strays rescued since 
shelter opened in July; 
135 shipped for adoption 

As most readers know, our 
county animal shelter opened its 
doors in July to house stray and 
unwanted pets. Sadly, the shel- 
ter has been nearly full to capac- 
ity every day since it opened. To 
date, the shelter has taken in 81 
dogs and 99 puppies. “With the 
help of the Menifee Animal Shel- 
ter and its dedicated team of vol- 
unteers, we have been able to 
transport approximately 135 
dogs to rescues and shelters out 
of state where they will be placed 
for adoption in loving homes,” 
said Vicki Stacy of the local 
Helping Hands for Animals or- 
ganization. 

The shelter’s capacity is ap- 
proximately 35 dogs, and feed- 
ing and medicating these dogs 
daily becomes an almost over- 
whelming task, both physically 
and financially. Helping Hands 
for Animals is responsible for 
providing the food for the shel- 
ter animals and most of the medi- 
cal care, such as shots, rabies 
vaccinations, worming, and other 
necessary medications. 

Helping Hands is also respon- 
sible for the spaying and neuter- 
ing of animals going out to the 
rescue shelters and to reduce the 
problem with strays. “It is for this 
reason that we ask for the 
public’s continued support 
through donations of food, bed- 
ding, used collars and leashes, 
anti-bacterial cleansers, Clorox, 
laundry detergent and dish deter- 
gent,” said Stacy. Bins for dog 
food donations have been placed 
in the local IGA and Save-A-Lot 



stores, at Commercial Bank and 
all Bank of the Mountains loca- 
tions. 

“We ask the public please re- 
member that the needs at the 
shelter are on-going and we need 
the on-going support of the com- 
munity to be able to save as many 
of these animals as possible,” 
Stacy said. 

So far, no animals have been 
euthanized, she said, “and we 
would like to think we will never 
have to euthanize. That’s why it 
is so important that the commu- 
nity support the shelter by pro- 
viding some of these needed sup- 
plies.” 

Stacy encourages the those 
interested in obtaining a pet to 
stop by the shelter and see the 
animals the shelter has to offer 
for adoption. The adoption fee is 
$75.00, which covers the cost of 
spaying and neutering and rabies 
vaccinations.

Two and a half inches of rain 
did not dampen Sorghum Festi- 
val goers’ enthusiasm last week- 
end despite an uncharacteristi- 
cally short parade and three en- 
tertainment cancellations due to 
the inclement weather. 

Judge Executive/Sorghum 
Festival Committee Chairman 
Tim Conley said approximately 
12,000-15,000 people attended 
the 39th annual three-day event, 
which included local crafts, food 
and entertainment. 

“Attendance was fair, consid- 
ering the weather,” Conley said. 
“Friday’s attendance was decent, 
but Saturday’s was way below 
average. The weather was sunny 
and dry on Sunday, so that was 
the most-attended day during this 
year’s festival.” 

Conley noted that three out- 
door music shows were cancelled 
due to weather-prompted safety 
concerns. 

The weather also dramatically 
affected parade participation, 
though 45 units still stretched ap- 
proximately three quarters of a 
mile. Notable absences included 
school marching bands and 
horses, with the exception of two 
riders who braved the rain.

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Lawmakers look at wind, 



other alternative energies 



FRANKFORT— State law- 
makers recently heard plans to 
create power in Kentucky from 
wind and make fuel from plants 
instead of petroleum at a future 
biodiesel plant in Winchester. 

Scott Sykes with Genesis De- 
velopment, an Elkhorn City- 
based wind energy company that 
plans to develop large scale wind 
energy projects atop reclaimed or 
abandoned coal mines in Eastern 
Kentucky, told lawmakers on the 
Special Subcommittee on Energy 
that there are now 25 gigawatts 
of power produced by wind en- 
ergy in the U.S. 

Wind power, he added, is the 
fastest growing energy source in 
the world. 

“So, wind power is ready. The 
question is, is Kentucky ready? I 
believe that it is,” Sykes said. 
Wind power can compliment 
Kentucky’s existing fossil-fuel 
industry by supplementing the 
work of that industry rather than 
competing with it, he said. 

“It’s all about weaning our- 
selves off foreign oil and being 
able to diversify coal,” he said. 
“We’re not wanting to compete 
with coal, by any means — we 
want to be able to partner with 
them. Coal is very important to 
the economy of Eastern Ken- 
tucky, and do we appreciate that.” 

Dr. Bruce Pratt of Eastern 
Kentucky University explained 
plans for a pilot plant in Winches- 
ter and Clark County will produce 
around 2 million gallons of 
biodiesel a year from biomass like 
switch grass and corn stoker. 

The pilot plant, which is a part- 
nership between EKU and Cali- 
fornia-based General Atomics 
among others, will cost around 
$20-25 million to build and will 
precede the partnership’s planned 
construction of a 50 million gal- 
lon commercial plant. 

The EKU/General Atomics 
biofuel project is in its first phase 
of planning, with the first round 
of federal funding received Sept. 
3, Pratt said. The pilot plant will 
be constructed during the second 
phase of the project after the 
biofuel produced during the first 
phase is found to be engine-com- 
patible. 

“What you are trying to do 
here is buy down the technology 
so we can attract private investors 
to go into the final phase, which 
is commercialization,” Pratt said. 
The commercial plant will require 
one million metric tons of biom- 
ass from within 50 miles of the 
plant to produce biofuel at be- 



tween $1.65 and $4 per gallon. It 
will also require additional fund- 
ing, which Pratt said the partner- 
ship hopes to receive. 

Besides helping the environ- 
ment, Pratt said the use of 
biofuels would bolster homeland 



security. 

“Right now 60 percent of our 
oil is coming from outside the 
United States. Some of that oil is 
coming from parts of the world 
that are not necessarily friendly 
to the United States, like Venezu- 
ela, or that are not necessarily 
politically stable,” Pratt said. In 
2008 alone, the U.S. spent ap- 
proximately $327 billion on for- 
eign oil, he said. 

“If we could just displace 10 
percent of our imported oil, that’s 
almost $33 billion that stays in the 
United States — that stays in the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky,” 
Pratt said. Having a biofuels in- 
dustry in Kentucky, he said, 
would have an economic impact 
that would be “multiplied several 
times.” 

Rep. Harry Moberly, D-Rich- 
mond, said that the biofuel project 
planned by EKU and General 
Atomics is a good model to fol- 
low. 

“This can be replicated with 
biomass in a lot of different areas 
(in the United States),” Moberly 
said, adding that the fuel and be 
produced and used locally with- 
out costly transport. 

Subcommittee Co-Chair Rep. 
Keith Hall, D-Phelps, said sup- 
porting agriculture is important as 
well. 

“I think it’s very instrumental 
that we find ways to utilize our 
farms and our facilities to get the 
best bang for our buck and create 
energy for the future,” Hall said. 

Rep. Jim Gooch, D-Provi- 
dence, said he supports the 
biofuel efforts of EKU and Gen- 
eral Atomics but that other op- 
tions, like turning fossil fuel into 
energy sources, shouldn’t be 
overlooked. 

“We can take and make diesel 
fuel from coal and that doesn’t 
take 10 years to develop; that can 
be done today,” Gooch said. “We 
need to be considering everything 
and not dismiss things that can be 
done today.” 

Also testifying before the 
committee was Roger Ford with 
CNG Energy, who spoke about 
his company’s efforts to commer- 
cialize alternative transportation 
fuels including compressed natu- 
ral gas, liquefied natural gas and 
hydrogen.

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The ‘Battle’ of West Liberty 

The Historical Account 




The Battle of West 
Liberty occurred 
Oct. 21, 1861. The 
action reflected in 
these photos by 
Civil War enectors 
during the Sorghum 
Festival occurred on 
the street behind the 
jail, a prelude to a 
full reenactment of 
the battle Saturday 
and Sunday 




The history books don’t say 
whether it rained or not during 
the engagement that occurred 
between Northern and Southern 
troops at West Liberty on Oct. 21 , 
1861 — In fact, there is hardly a 
mention of it. But it sure rained, 
and rained, and rained during last 
weekend’s reenactment of the 
battle by reenactors from the 
Sons of Confederate Veterans 5th 
Kentucky Infantry and other 
CVA units. The event, a part of 
the 39th annual Sorghum Festi- 
val, was well presented and well 
received, despite the inclement 
weather and muddy battle field 
(along the bluff and in the river 
bottom just downstream from 
Twenty-Two Hollow). 

The reenactment included a 
two-day encampment by the 
CVA and provided an interesting 
glimpse into the everyday life of 
the troops who fought the Civil 
War. A grand ball, planned to 
conclude the event, was switched 
to an old-time “social” due to the 
muddy conditions, but the 
reenactors, their ladies, and local 
guests had a great time, enter- 
tained by a CVA unit from Mem- 
phis, Tenn., that performed Civil 
War era tunes on authentic mu- 
sical instruments from the period. 

The rattle of musketry and 
thunder of artillery no doubt 
sounded much as it would have 
nearly 150 years ago when a 
company of Union cavalry and 
elements of the 2nd Ohio Infan- 
try Regiment surprised a com- 
pany of the Confederacy’s 
newly-recruited 5th Kentucky 
Infantry, who were drilling in a 
field on the outskirts of town. 

For those who may be inter- 
ested, here is the historical ac- 
count of the fighting at West Lib- 
erty as recorded by local histo- 
rian Joe Nickell in his 1991 book, 
“Raids and Skirmishes — the 
Civil War in Morgan”: 

In 1861, Morgan was a large 
county (larger than at present, 
since Elliott county had not yet 
been formed) that was essentially 
Confederate in its sympathies... 

OPENING SHOTS — GREEN 
RECRUITS 

On October 21, in West Lib- 
erty, Captains Andrew Jackson 
May of Floyd County, William 
Mynhier, James K. Hunter, Jo- 
seph Adkins, and Thomas J. 
Henry organized companies of 
the Fifth Regiment Infantry 
(CSA) ... 

Only two days later, On Oc- 
tober 23, 1861, West Liberty was 
the scene of what a Kentucky his- 
torical marker proclaims was 
“The first important engagement 
in eastern Kentucky.” Captain 
May’s green recruits were sur- 
prised by better-trained and bet- 
ter- equipped Union forces under 
the overall command of General 
William Nelson. 

Part of the Union force, the 
second Ohio Infantry under Col 
Leonard A Harris, arrived in 
Wolfe County and took Hazel 
Green at 4:00 a.m. with little re- 
sistance. Learning that the Con- 
federates were instead concen- 
trated at West Liberty, Col. Har- 
ris proceeded there, arriving later 
that day. 

May had ordered his raw re- 
cruits out for a drill on the out- 
skirts of town, where they were 
engaged by Harris’ better- trained 
troops. The brief battle drove 
May and his poorly- armed sol- 
diers back. As one Union soldier, 
Thomas Parsons, later recalled: 

“The Johnnies fled into town 
... When the artillery was over the 
river, one percussion shell was 
thrown over the town and ex- 
ploded on the opposite side of the 
river; the piece was lowered and 
the next shell fell a little short, 
striking some 40 steps from the 



little brick jail, and a fragment 
striking the jail some seven or 
eight feet from the ground tore a 
considerable indentation to the 
wall. The citizens raised a white 
flag and firing ceased, but the 
pursuit did not; the Rebels re- 
treated precipitately to the north 
of town with the skirmishers af- 
ter them, but it is a truthful say- 
ing that a 4 scared dog can out- 
run a mad one.’” The Rebels fled 
toward Prestonsburg. 

The Confederate losses were 
probably not as high as stated on 
the historical marker (21 killed, 
40 wounded, and 34 captured). 
The Frankfort Tri-weekly Com- 
monwealth reported: 

“Col. Harris of the 2nd Ohio 
regiment took West Liberty ... 
Wednesday afternoon. A few 
shots were fired. One Union man 
wounded in the leg, not badly, 
seven rebels killed ... John W. 
Hazelrigg, a Union man who has 
been under guard at West Liberty, 
was wounded in the head . . . 
Only a few prisoners were taken 
...” More is known about one of 
the Rebel sympathizers who died 
in this important engagement. 

This victim was an elderly 
man who dared to fire on the 
Union soldiers. There are several 
versions of this important folk 
narrative, some tragically 
garbled. (One for example, col- 
lected by a WPA project in the 
thirties, had the Yankees under 
the command of Gen. Humphrey 
Marshall, although Marshall was 
a Confederate leader!) 

The victim was James A. 
Davis, the great, great grandfa- 
ther of Georgia Stamper (wife of 
former Senator Woodrow 
Stamper). Davis was born in Vir- 
ginia in 1783, according to a 
Davis genealogy. 

As the genealogy relates, the 
spot where he was killed would 
today be the rear of the former 
Clifford Elam home on U.S. 460. 
A “rabid” Secessionist,” the eld- 
erly Davis had learned of the ap- 
proach of Union soldiers. Despite 
the pleas of his wife, Catherine, 
and other family members, he 
“stationed himself in the woods 
overlooking the roadway on 
which the soldiers were traveling 
and when they arrived at a point 
opposite where he was con- 
cealed, fired on them with a 
muzzle-loading shotgun using 
black powder and bird shot, 

4 ‘When the shot was fired, the 
captain commanding the troops 
immediately halted and estab- 
lished contact with the 4 am- 
busher’ by word of mouth and 
tried to prevail on him not to fire 
on his troops again under penalty 
of death. His warning was 
greeted by another shot and the 
captain warned him twice if he 
fired again he would killed in- 
stantly. This warning too was 
greeted by another shot and the 
captain gave an order to three of 
his troops to silence him and he 
was killed on the spot,” 

According to Arthur 
Johnson’s “Early Morgan 
County,” “The town immortal- 
ized Jimmie Davis. After his 
death, the Confederates had 
many more friends around West 
Liberty and Morgan County ...” 

Nickell’s book goes on to 
record that the fleeing Rebels 
later joined up with other mem- 
bers of the Fifth Kentucky in 
Floyd County, where they partici- 
pated in the Battle of Ivy Moun- 
tain, which the Union forces also 
won. The Fifth was reorganized 
in 1862 and many of its mem- 
bers — including many Morgan 
County soldiers — were incorpo- 
rated into Kentucky’s First Bri- 
gade, CSA, comprised of 5,000 
volunteers, and which later be- 
came known as the famous “Or- 
phan Brigade.”

RESPONSE TO 
LETTER 

To the Editor: 

Regarding Ronald J. 
McKenzie’s letter (August 20), 
over the years I have had many 
friends who were Vietnam vet- 
erans — a group certainly given a 
very raw deal. Some told me 
straight off that they disagreed 
with my opposition to the war but 
remained my friends anyway; 
others were ambivalent; some 
even said they wished they’d had 
the courage (their word) to stand 
against the war as I had done. 
Some, sadly, were unable to get 
on with their lives and continued 
to fight the war on an almost 
daily basis. 

Occasionally some have taken 
a cheap shot at me. Rather than 
deal with the contentious moral 
issues involved, or direct their 
justifiable anger at those who 
misled them, they have sought to 
enhance their status by using me 
for a sort of holier-than-thou pos- 
turing. Well, not actually holier. 
It was I who was opposing the 
slaughter of innocents. Rather, 
theirs is a more-patriotic — than- 
thou pose (one worthy of that 
much talked about “Gust of 
Windy Air”). 

Now, there are different mod- 
els of patriotism — namely those 
opposing personality types, 
known to psychologists as the 
Authoritarian and the Equalitar- 
ian. 

The Authoritarian emphasizes 
unquestioning obedience, insists 
on a dogmatic my-country-right- 
or-wrong nationalism, and may 
tend to wrap himself in the flag 
as an expression of his ultra- na- 
tionalist tendencies. Authori- 
tarians are often ethnocentric: 
That is, just as they see their 
country as superior, they may 
judge others by comparison to 
themselves. A white southern 
heterosexual male authoritarian, 
for instance, may disparage 
blacks, “Yankees” and 
“furriners,” gays, women, and, of 
course, Equalitarians. Examples 
of Authoritarian “patriotism” 
were, in Germany, Nazism, and 
in America, McCarthyism. (My 
Webster’s has the word 
patrioteer , “an ostentatiously and 
volubly patriotic person, who 
makes a career of patriotism for 
his own benefit.”) 

The Equalitarian, on the other 
hand, holds that all mankind is 
created equal (hence the term), 
and he seeks to make his coun- 
try a model of tolerance toward 
those deserving of it. He does not 
launch wars of imperialism. He 
will fight Authoritarians who 
seek to oppress him, including 
those who would hijack his flag 
for their Authoritarian purposes. 
An example of Equalitarian pa- 
triotism (although only a begin- 
ning) was the founding of the 
United States, with Thomas 
Jefferson as one of its greatest 
exponents. 

Whereas the Authoritarian is 
often nearly hysterical with an- 
ger toward those who stand 
against him, the Equalitarian can 
be serenely courageous — calm in 
the knowledge that his cause is 
righteous — even if he is only one 
simple Patriot against a mob of 
Authoritarians.

ground floor restroom. He alleg- 
edly picked up the contraband 
package in the men’s room and 
attempted to hide it on his per- 
son before exiting. 

Sheriff Whitt, Jailer Jimmy 
Darrell Easterling and City Pa- 
trolman Zach Haney reportedly 
escorted Stevens back upstairs, 
where they found the contraband 
package after a strip search. 

Stevens and Mitchell were 
immediately arrested on contra- 
band charges. The package was 
sent to the state forensics lab in 
Frankfort for content testing. 

Stevens was returned to the 
Rowan County Detention Cen- 
ter, where he was lodged prior to 
the contraband incident. Mitchell 
was taken to the Carter County 
Detention Center. 

City police officers recently 
arrested Stevens as a suspect in 
the multiple automobile break- 
ins and thefts that occurred on 
Sept. 9 at the county school bus 
garage, where he allegedly van- 
dalized nine personal vehicles 
belonging to bus drivers, and 
stole a vehicle belonging to the 
board of education. The stolen 
vehicle was found burned in the 
woods near a Cannel City area 
cemetery the next day. 

Stevens was charged with au- 
tomobile theft and two counts of 
criminal mischief following the 
Sept. 9 incident. 
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Pictured above are photographs from Commercial Bank’s surveillance cameras of a man who 
stole a cash box containing approximately $5,000 from a Sorghum Festival vendor last Sunday 
(left), as well as a man who was traveling with the perpetrator (right). The photograph of the perpe- 
trator is blurry because it was taken as the suspect was running from the scene with the box. The 
box has been recovered, but the money remains missing. The two escaped in a maroon or red 
1990s model Dodge Avenger. They are thought to be from a surrounding county. Anyone with 
information regarding this case or the recent burglary at Larry Joe McClain’s home is asked to 
contact the city police at 743-4385, or visit West Liberty Police Department at 565 Main St. All 
identities will remain confidential.

Hello from Judge Tim Conley 
and Staff: 

This week, I want to write an 
article about rumors and facts. 

When one wants to see an- 
other fail, one start rumors. Just 
before the election four years 
ago, rumors about me started 
spreading like wildfire, and you 
- the good people of Morgan 
County and West Liberty - saw 
through the rumors and got the 
facts. Later, all charges were 
dropped by the court, and my 
name was cleared. 

Sometime later, the rumors 
started again. This time, the ru- 
mors were that I could not afford 
to keep hiring attorneys, and that 
my case would be brought up 
again. 

When the rumors started 
again, the governor of Kentucky 
intervened and said, “Right is 
right, wrong is wrong.” 

The governor pardoned the 
alleged charges so that I would 
not have to spend thousands of 
dollars a second time - all be- 
cause of rumors. All charges were 
dropped by the court. 

Now, let’s talk about the ru- 
mors flying around about the new 
Administrative Office of the 
Courts (AOC) courthouse, in- 
cluding the following: 

• That the county closed the 
door on McKenzie’s Shopwise 
and put Bonnie and Darrell 
Pelfrey out of business. 

• That the county paid $2.2 
million for the property. 

• That the county could have 
spent the $16.2 million on road, 
water, sewer and other county 
projects. 

Let me tell you the facts and 
put all of these rumors to rest. As 
you may remember, sometime 
around 2000 or 2001, Morgan 
County was moved up on the list 
for a new courthouse to number 
21, with $7 million to develop the 
project. Due to some controversy, 
the court decided not to pursue 
the project. 

In 2002, 1 was elected as your 
county judge executive, along 
with some other new members of 
the fiscal court. Shortly after I 
took office, I contacted Mr. Gar- 
land Vanhook, of AOC, and 
asked him how to proceed in or- 
der to get our project back on 
track. I then spoke with Circuit 
Clerk Donna Pelfrey, and we dis- 
cussed the need for a new court- 
house, not only for the much- 
needed security, but for more 
space and courtrooms, storage 
and various other issues. 

We realized that additional 
downtown parking would be 
needed if we were approved for 
a new complex. We then started 
working with U.S. Rep. Hal 
Rogers on that project, and we 
received $600,000 to develop the 
property across from Rite Aid 
into a public parking area and 
transit facility. 

Also, we started working with 
State Rep. John Will Stacy and 
State Sen. Robert Stivers toward 
funding the project. Justice Will 
T. Scott was our guest speaker at 
the 100 year anniversary celebra- 
tion of our current courthouse, 
and again we publicly asked for 
a new courthouse to be built in 
West Liberty (preferably in a 
downtown location). If located 
downtown, we could use the new 
complex and current courthouse 
in conjunction with one another. 



In the 2008 budget, Rep. 
Stacy came through for us with 
a secured $16.2 million project. 
Sen. Stivers concurred with him, 
and the budget passed. We be- 
came the recipients of a new 
AOC courthouse project. 

Darrell and Bonnie Pelfrey 
were approached and asked how 
they felt about us pursuing the 
possibility of buying property 
they had leased for their store 
business. They were happy to 
know that they might be a part 
of the history of the new court- 
house. They were very helpful in 
referring us to the land owners, 
Pauline and Jimmy McKenzie, 
who in turn were pleased to see 
West Liberty and Morgan 
County moving forward with 
such a wonderful project. 

Next, we contacted Family 
Bank in Paintsville. They, too, 
were pleased to help us move 
forward with this new facility. 
Both properties were purchased 
for less than $900,000. 

(This is budgeted state money, 
not county taxpayers’ dollars. 
These properties were in line 
with other properties sold in West 
Liberty. These funds can only be 
used for a new courthouse 
project. If we had not accepted 
the project, it would go to an- 
other county.) 

Some people have asked, 
“Why not build a jail?” 



The answer is this: 

A jail costs more to build and 
maintain by state laws than we 
can afford. We send our inmates 
to Rowan County, which also 
houses inmates from other coun- 
ties. Rowan County still has to 
put in over $1 million per year 
from their own general fund to 
operate their jail. It is much 
cheaper for us to contract and 
house our inmates in Rowan 
County than it would be to build 
our own jail. 

We do have some tentative 
plans for the current courthouse, 
which will save Morgan County 
thousands of dollars per year and 
help reduce inmate costs. 

With the building of the new 
courthouse over the next two 
years, there will be an increase 
in construction people working 
for scale wages. This will help in 
sales in our restaurants, gas sta- 
tions, building supplies, car sales, 
clothing, grocery, property, etc. 
This is a win-win situation for 
Morgan County. I will be there 
to make sure that every man, 
woman and child in Morgan 
County is represented from start 
to finish of this project.

Attention, people receiving 
Medicare’s Low Income Subsidy 
(LIS/Extra Help) which helps to pay 
for prescription medication. In Sep- 
tember, you will receive a letter from 
Medicare. This letter will tell you if 
you are eligible for Extra Help (LIS) 
for next year. 

The letter from Medicare will be 
on grey paper and will be sent to 
those losing their Extra Help (LIS) 
status. If your income has changed 
any and you feel you still qualify for 
the Extra Help you can reapply by 
filling out the application that comes 
with the letter. The application must 
be completed and returned to Social 
Security within 30 days. They will 
determine if you are eligible to re- 
ceive the help for next year. 

In Mid October an orange letter 
will be sent from Medicare to LIS/ 
Extra Help recipients explaining the 
change you can expect to pay in co- 
payments for each prescription for 
2010. In late October a blue letter 
will be mailed from Medicare to 
people who receive LIS/Extra Help 
and whose Plan premiums will in- 
crease in 2010. The letter will tell 
you that Medicare will automatically 
reassign you to another Plan. Be sure 
that all prescriptions are covered by 
the Plan. There should be a tele- 
phone number that you may call to 
find out if the Plan will pay for your 
medications. 

Medicare and your drug plan will 
send out many more letters about 
your plan in the next couple of 
months. Please read those letters 
carefully. Also, watch for the Medi- 
care & You Handbook that will be 
mailed by October 3 1 , 2009 for more 
information on Medicare benefits.

Children, Grave 
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Social Security Board of Trustees 
discuss worsening financial outlook 



The Social Security Board of 
Trustees recently released its an- 
nual report on the financial 
health of the Social Security 
Trust Funds. The Trustees 
project that program costs will 
exceed tax revenues in 2016, one 
year sooner than projected in last 
year’s report. 

The combined assets of the 
Old-Age and Survivors, and Dis- 
ability Insurance (OASDI) Trust 
Funds will be exhausted in 2037, 
four years sooner than projected 
last year. The worsening of the 
long-range outlook for the Social 
Security program is due prima- 
rily to the recent economic 
downturn and faster reductions 
in mortality than previous as- 
sumed. 

In the 2009 Annual Report to 
Congress, the Trustees an- 
nounced: 

• The projected point at which 
tax revenues will fall below pro- 
gram costs comes in 2016 - one 
year sooner than the estimate in 
last year’s report. 

• The projected point at which 
the Trust Funds will be exhausted 
comes in 2037 - four years 
sooner than the estimate in last 
year’s report. 

• The projected actuarial defi- 
cit over the 75 -year long-range 



period is 2.00 percent of taxable 
payroll - up from 1.70 percent 
in last year’s report. 

• Over the 7 5 -year period, the 
Trust Funds would require addi- 
tional revenue equivalent to $5.3 
trillion in today’s dollars to pay 
all scheduled benefits. 

“Today’s Trustees Report 
contains some disappointing, but 
not unexpected, news about the 
financial condition of the Trust 
Funds,” Commissioner Astrue 
said. “We should be neither 
causal nor hysterical about the 
revised insolvency dates. As with 
the economy as a whole, the So- 
cial Security system will weather 
this recession. However, the 
sooner we get on with the task 
of reforming the system, the 
easier it will be to make the tough 
choices that we all know we need 
to make.” 

Other highlights of the Trust- 
ees Report include: 

• Income including interest to 
the combined Old-Age and Sur- 
vivors, and Disability Insurance 
(OASDI) Trust Funds amounted 
to $805 billion ($672 billion in 
net contributions, $17 billion 
from taxation of benefits and 
$116 billion in interest) in 2008. 

• Total expenditures from the 
combined OASDI Trust Funds 



amounted to $625 billion in 2008 
to a total of $2.4 trillion. 

• During 2008, an estimated 
162 million people had earnings 
covered by Social Security and 
paid payroll taxes. 

• Social Security paid benefits 
of $615 billion in calendar year 
2008. There were almost 5 1 mil- 
lion beneficiaries at the end of 
the calendar year. 

• The cost of $5.7 billion to 
administer the program in 2008 
was a very low 0.9 percent of 
total expenditures. 

• The combined Trust Fund 
assets earned interest at an effec- 
tive annual rate of 5.1 percent in 
2008. 

The Board of Trustees is com- 
prised of six members. Four 
serve by virtue of their positions 
with the federal government: 
Timothy F. Geithner, Secretary 
of the Treasury and Managing 
Trustee; Michael J. Astrue, Com- 
missioner of Social Security; 
Kathleen Sebelius, Secretary of 
Health and Human Services; and 
Hilda L. Solis, Secretary of La- 
bor. The two public trustee posi- 
tions are currently vacant.

The presi- 
dent wants a government-run 
entity that would compete with 
private insurance companies. 
The president’s critics argue that 
private insurers could not com- 
pete, and would ultimately be put 
out of business. 

Of course it’s possible that 
could happen. The reality of the 
present, though, is that too many 
people do not have health insur- 
ance because they cannot afford 
it. 

to Families USA, nearly one 
out of three people (32%) in 
Kentucky under the age of 65 
went without health insurance 
for all or part of 2007 and 2008. 
Most of those (68.7%) are mem- 
bers of working families. 

Senator Mitch McConnell (in 
a recent newspaper column) asks 
everyone to “Imagine your 
health care brought to you by the 
same bureaucrats who run the 
Department of Motor Vehicles. 
Unelected, unaccountable boards 
get to decide whether you are 
eligible for surgery, or if you re- 
ceive a life-saving drug.”

Sept. 10 — Rural Americans 
account for about 20 percent of 
the U.S. population, but are 
served by only 9 percent of the 
country’s physicians, and the dis- 
crepancy is expected to increase 
as fewer medical students choose 
primary care or have an appre- 
ciation of rural life, Melissa 
Florell of the Center for Rural 
Affairs reports. 

“Rural America faces a criti- 
cal shortage of primary care pro- 
viders, jeopardizing the nation’s 
ability to meet the health care 
needs of the rural population,” 
Florell writes. She adds that 
shortages exist in every sector of 
the primary care workforce (doc- 
tors, nurses, physician’s assis- 
tants) in rural America. Rural 
residents also require care for 
diabetes and heart disease in 
greater numbers per capita than 
urban residents. 

Health-care homes, where cli- 
nicians can account for a large 
number of health care needs in 
the context of family and com- 
munity, have been suggested as 
a solution for the rural health cri- 
sis by the National Rural Health 
Association, Florell reports, add- 
ing these homes would not elimi- 
nate the need of rural residents 
to travel to see specialists but 
would provide a home base for 
their health care.

Gun control fears 
blamed for booming 
ammunition sales 

Sept. 10 — Demand for bul- 
lets has soared since the 2008 
election, apparently from fears 
that the Obama administration 
will push stricter gun regulations. 
U.S. gun sales have increased 
since the National Rifle Associa- 
tion spent millions of dollars in 
advertisements during the elec- 
tion, suggesting a vote for Obama 
was a vote for new restrictions. 
NRA spokeswoman Rachel Par- 
sons told W. J. Hennigan of the 
Los Angeles Times it didn’t take 
much convincing for Americans 
to believe Obama would increase 
gun control. Obama said during 
his campaign that he supports an 
individual right to keep and bear 
arms and would not take away 
anyone’s guns, but did support 
renewing the expired assault- 
weapons ban. 

“Buying 9-millimeter ammo 
used to be like finding Coca- 
Cola,” a handgun owner told 
Hennigan. “It’s not like that 
now.” Bullet factories are run- 
ning around the clock to meet the 
increased demand. Hennigan re- 
ported the National Shooting 
Sports Loundation Inc. expects 
about 2 billion more bullets to be 
made in 2009 than 2008 ’s 7.5 
billion. 

The U. S. military’s demand 
for small-arms ammunition has 
almost quadrupled this decade, 
and some police departments re- 



port a 20 percent increase in their 
amunition bill and a 10-month 
waiting period for orders to be 
filled.

Cougars blow halftime lead; fall 
to Leslie in Sorghum Bowl

Morgan County wasted a 10- 
point halftime lead, being 
outscored 12-0 in the second half, 
as the Cougars dropped their 15th 
consecutive Sorghum Bowl, 18- 
16. 

Morgan received the opening 
kickoff and scored on its second 
play from scrimmage on a 40- 
yard touchdown run by Kyle 
Havens. A two-point conversion 
from Mitchell Harvey staked the 
Cougars to an early 8-0 lead. 

Leslie County got on the 
board in the second quarter with 
a 48-yard punt return for a score. 
Lollowing a failed two-point con- 
version, Morgan maintained an 
8-6 lead. 

In their next possession, the 
Cougars blew a golden opportu- 
nity. After a 5 3 -yard gain Harvey 
and a Havens’ nine-yard run to 
put the ball on the Eagle three- 
yard line. Morgan fumbled to 
turn the ball over to Leslie. The 
Cougar defense held, forcing the 
Eagles to punt to Adam Cooper, 
who returned the ball 25 yards to 
the Eagle 15 -yard line. Harvey 
followed with a 13- yard scoring 
run with four minutes remaining 
in the half. A two- point conver- 
sion by Havens gave the Cougars 
a 16-6 lead at the break. 

But things went south for the 
home team in the second half — 
namely the offense. After rack- 
ing up 230 yards in the first two 
quarters, Morgan gained seven 
and was forced to punt on its first 
possession. 

Leslie scored on its opening 
drive with 7:51 remaining in the 
third quarter to cut the deficit to 
16-12. The Eagles then took an 
18-16 lead in the fourth period 
on a 3 3 -yard touchdown pass. 

Meanwhile, the Cougars’ of- 
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fensive woes continued with yet 
another fumble near midfield. 
Following a solid defensive stand 
to force a Leslie County punt, the 
Cougars fumbled for a third time 
deep in Eagle territory. 

Morgan’s final possession of 
the game resulted in three incom- 
plete passes and an interception 
to make for the two-point loss. 

“Our kids did not come out in 
the second half and match Leslie 
County’s intensity,” Cougar head 
coach Brian Turner said. “We’re 
up 10 points at the half and — for 
some reason — we assume that 
it’s over. I’m very disappointed 
we didn’t finish the game with 
the same attitude and mindset 
that we started with.” 

Turner also gave his team 
some tough love after the game 
in an effort to send a message. 

“I didn’t try to paint some sil- 
ver lining or console them with 
some soft, easy speech,” Turner 
said. “I’m frustrated and they 
should be, too. Fact is, I’m dis- 
gusted because this team is good 
enough to be 4-1 right now. 
We’ve got to quit being careless 
with the football and eliminate 
turnovers. And as coaches, it’s 
our job to fix it.” 

Morgan finished with 33 car- 
ries for 275 yards with 237 com- 
ing in the first half alone. The 
Cougars turned the ball over five 
times, including a season-high 
four fumbles. 



41 yards on nine touches. 

Defensively, Morgan held the 
Eagles to only 72 rushing yards 
and 129 through the air. The Cou- 
gars forced one turnover — an in- 
terception by Havens.
